LEGISLATION 


As I write this I realize that tommorrow is the cut off date for 
ramments on the loss of 40% of aur “0 Mie bard. I hape that many of 
you took the time tea write the FOO telling them just how important that 
partion of the 220 MHz band is ta Amateur Fadia. 
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During the AMATEUR INDUSTRY MEETING held at DAYTON HAMVENTION 
several legislation issues were discussed. The follweing are same 
paraphrased statements and game direct quotes from that meeting: 


Wayne Green/WENSD of 73 Magazine and Dave Sumner/K1ZZ Executive VF 
of the League gave reports on the "SEO THREAT". An advertisement was 
circulated showing the Aerotron CRaleigh, NO) already was selling 
* MHz band. 


commercial ACSB equipment for the 216—: 
CRACEDOWN ON TLLEGAL Oh EQUIFMENTs: 


US Marshalls, assisted by investiqators from the Fcm’s NY office 
have confiscated $7,500 warth af illegal CB radio equipment fram Cargo 
Sales, TInc., of Rochelle Fark, NJ. This action was part of a 
continuing enforcement pragram designed ta ensure campliance with the 
FOOD ban on manufacturing and selling (B linear amplifiers and other 
noen-type accepted transmitters. An initial violation af this law is 
punishable by a maximum fine of $100,000 and up ta one year 
imprisonment. 


On May Bth, Congressman Jim Bates and officials from the FCC’s San 
Diego, CA office, publicly smashed unlawful CH radia transmitting 
equipment with a sledge hammer. The gear, which had been voluntarily 
forfeited to the FOC, was flattened by a tractear with a large roller. 
The forfeited equipment had a street value of about $10,000, Tn 1984 
and 1385, Bates introduced legislation in the hause ta curb radio 
interference in the San Dieqo area. The San Diego FCC office issued 
fines totalling $6,375 to CB operators and stares during 1986. 


Dave Sumner reported, during the AMATEUR INDUSTEY MEETING, oan the 
1992 WAR SHORT WAVE BROADCAST CONFERENCE that we’ll have the authority 
to reallocate high frequency spectrum between O.9 and 26 MHz. He 
discussed the perceptian af short wave broadcasters that they cannot 
solve their problema by the status quo. Sumner gaid the leéeaque is 
preparing for the “worst case scenario." Forty meter ham band appears 
to be the band mast “under the qun."

The Mir Space station ensemble is naw growing and 18 very visible 


from the ground with the naked eye in proper lighting conditians. The 
ensemble now consists of the Soyuz TM spacecraft, the Mir space statian 
and the EVANT astrophysics module. Best viewing time ais from 15 
minutes to about GO minutes past dusk and from 9O minutes ta 15 minutes 
prior toa dawn. The Mir Cogmeanauts continue toa use the powerful FM 
transmitter en 143.625 MHz for communications.

Well T hepe all you Novices and Technicians are taking advantage 
of this very unusual sun activity that we have been having the last 
couple of weeks. Ten meters has really been het for both Short Skip 
and DX. Here i5 your chance to get your states on 10 before the Solar 
Flux gets much higher and the Sheart Skip and E layer activity stops. 
We are definitely in the new Sun Spot Cycle, Cycle 22, and it is just 


going te get better far TIF DX. The 2O, 15, 12, and 10 meter bands are 
going to open up like you have not heard before for those of you who 
were rat arcund for Cycle 21. Remember Le meter band cemntacts COUNT 


FOR DX AND W.A.S. They do not caunt as CONTEST scores, sa try the 
new band. "Try it, you’ll like it". 

OF. I was asked ta help a little in the @SLing far some of the 
overseas DX. There are three ways ta qa: 


C1) If you really want that QSL card bad, like SYiIEE (Feter 
Island) why you find the QSL route from various places; just ask one of 
the DX fellows in the club, and you send an Airmail Self Addressed 
Envelope with your QSL card and a”“Greenstamp"” CA $1.00 bill). This 
cavers his coast af mailing to you his QS. card airmail. If the Dx 
country has a local US manager, why yau send him a SASE, and it doesn’t 
hurt t 2 put in an extra stamp. 


(2) The second way is one that is used by quite a few Dxer’s far 
NON-CONTEST Q@SLing; that is to send ten €10)9 OSL cards for $1.00 to 
N7E:O. He is an "“Qutgoing OSL Bureau" and is very aocad in sending your 
cards toa the DX station or the Manager of the DX station promptly and 
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efficiently. You may send te bim game SASE’s for him to keep an hand 
for you for the DX stations he manages. 


(3) The Third way is to send yow ASL cards ta the ARRL  oautgaing 
QSL Bureau. Here you gend your cards in heavy bunches and you must 
enclose your address label from your Q5T plus #1.00 for handling. See 
the section called “OSL Cerner" in your capy of AST for detailed 


information on mailing. 


Ok, now that ve gat your cards out of the country, how da we get 


them back? Well, the first way was self explanatory, it was mailed 
back to you. The ather way is tu make sire you have envelopes at your 
DX bureau. For us it iss North Jersey DX Assaeriation, FO Box S39, 
Morris Plains, NJ O7950O. Actually it is really better ta send them 


$10.00 and they will supply you with all the envelopes you will need, 
and then when you are near the end of your envelapes they will let you 


know. You will gét a mailing about every 3 months fram them, unless 
you have an extreme quantity. Then they will send them mare oaften 


(that is why I said for Contests go through ARRL and then yau will get 
your large quantity back through North Jersey). Kemember , if you qa 
threugh the AFRFL you must be a member of ARRL. 


If you start now and get inte the “hang of things, when the real 
Cycle 22 starts working yau will be all set. Cf you need any help an 


this, please do not hesitate ta contact me.
